Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 

the  year  1959 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Penis tone  Rural  District  Council 


Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
services  of  the  Penistone  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1959*  Some  brief  statistics  of  the  Part  III  services  of 
the  County  Council  as  provided  in  the  Penistone  Rural  District  are 
also  included. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  1959  are  very  encouraging.  The 
Birth  Rate  has  increased  from  14.9  to  18.4,  and  is  higher  than 
that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country.  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  is 
19*9,  this  figure  being  the  highest  that  we  have  had  in  the 
Penistone  Rural  District  since  1949.  The  Death  Rate  remains 
stationary,  at  the  very  low  figure  that  we  had  in  1958,  i.e.  10.2 
per  1,000  of  the  total  population.  The  corrected  Death  Rate  is 
11.7.  The  Stillbirth  Rate  has  fallen  considerably,  and  at  21.6 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  is  still  higher  than  that  for  the  rest 
of  the  Country,  although  it  indicates  a  good  trend  in  the  Penistone 
Rural  District  itself.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  which  is  a 
very  sensitive  index  of  the  District’s  health  is  reduced  to  nearly 
a  record  level.  At  14.7  per  1,000  live  births  it  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  rate  for  the  rest  of  the  Country,  which  is 
22.0  for  Eng] and  and  Wales  and  24.0  for  the  Administrative  County 
of  the  West  Riding.  There  were  two  infantile  deaths  during  the 
year,  one  due  to  prematurity,  which  might  be  argued  at  the  moment 
as  a  preventable  death,  but  the  other  was  a  home  accident,  where 
the  child  was  suffocated  in  bed;  this  could  be  argued,  on  the 
other  hand,  as  a  preventable  death.  This  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
is  the  lowest  we  have  had  so  long  as  I  have  kept  records  for  the 
Penistone  Rural  District.  The  next  lowest  was  16.0  in  the  year 
1947. 


In  the  detailed  columns  of  principal  causes  of  death  we  note 
that  40$  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  (including 
coronary  disease)  and  of  the  circulation.  Approximately  17$  were 
due  to  vascular  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  14$  malignant 
disease,  11$  each  to  respiratory  disease  and  accidents.  There  were 
altogether  eight  accidents,  two  of  which  were  road  accidents,  five 
home  accidents  and  one  an  accident  at  work.  The  five  home  accidents 
involved  one  child  2  months,  one  14  months,  one  13  years,  and  the 
other  two  each  74  and  80  years.  This  is  not  a  very  bright  picture 
to  present,  and  it  does  emphasise  how  much  work  there  is  still  to 
be  done  in  the  field  of  propaganda  for  home  safety.  We  are  doing 
our  best;  I  only  wish  that  the  public  were  really  stirred  up  about 
this  business. 

That  part  of  the  Annual  Report  dealing  with  sanitary  circum¬ 
stances  is,  as  has  been  the  rule  in  the  past,  the  subject  of  a 
special  report  by  Mr.  Pearson,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I  am  including  this  report  verbatim  in  this  overall  document.  It 
is  detailed,  explicit,  and  gives  a  full  picture  of  the  work  of  the 
Department.  Mr.  Pearson  has  mado  a  report  to  me  about  the  work  in 
general  and  I  am  including  that  part  in  this  preamble,  as  follows 

"The  year  ending  December,  1959  recorded  the  lowest  rainfall 
in  the  area  for  a  considerable  number  of  years  and  because  of  the 
lack  of  rainfall,  reservoirs  and  storage  tanks  were  holding  very 
small  volumes  of  water.  A  great  deal  of  anxiety  and  inconvenience 
was  caused  by  this  drought,  but  fortunately  no  serious  position 
arose  and  no  epidemics  or  even  outbreaks  due  to  this  position  were

recorded.  Many  meetings  have  taken  place  regarding  the 
re-organisation  of  water  supplies  to  the  area,  hut  up  to  the  time 
of  writing  the  report  no  definite  alterations  have  occurred. 

The  Council's  target  of  making  a  major  improvement  each  year 
to  a  sewerage  scheme  resulted  in  the  completion  of  the  modernisa¬ 
tion  of  the  Cawthorne  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  the  laying  of  new 
sewers  and  the  construction  of  an  ejector  station  at  Cinder  Hill 
Lane,  Cawthorne.  The  conversion  of  privies  situated  within  the 
area  to  water  closets  still  falls  well  below  my  ambitions,  and 
even  the  introduction  of  the  new  Standard  Grant  scheme  which  offers 
owners  a  monetary  incentive  to  improve  such  amenities, did  very 
little  during  the  year  to  get  the  scheme  of  privy  conversions  into 
its  stride.  The  Discretionary  Grant  scheme  is  still  functioning 
well  and  it  is  a  delight  to  inspect  properties  and  see  the  improve¬ 
ments  made  from  the  aid  of  this  scheme. 

The  Council's  five  year  programme  of  the  clearance  of  sub¬ 
standard  properties  presents  a  sorry  picture,  caused  by  matters  out 
of  our  control  and  mainly  through  the  difficulties  of  acquiring 
land.  It  is  sad  to  report  that  although  this  programme  falls  behind 
our  target  to  the  extent  of  69  properties,  it  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  Council  house  building  is  commenced  in  I960  and  that  the 
Ministry  will  allocate  sufficient  new  houses  for  the  replacement  of 
these  substandard  properties. 

The  two  slaughterhouses  situated  in  the  area  and  which  are  in 
constant  use,  are  below  the  standard  required  by  the  new  regulations 
and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  owners  of  these  slaughterhouses  will 
have  to  expend  a  considerable  sum  of  money  to  bring  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  to  the  required  standard. 

The  routine  duties  of  the  department  such  as  the  maintenance 
of  the  water  supplies,  sewage  disposal  and  refuse  collection,  have 
been  carried  out  during  the  year  under  the  most  difficult  conditions 
because  of  the  shortage  of  iabour,  mainly  caused  by  employees  being 
absent  from  work  owing  to  sickness.  A  survey  made  into  this 
situation  proved  that  of  16  employees  who  were  entitled  to  sickness 
benefit,  81  weeks  or  3,564  man-hours  had  been  lost  to  the  Council 
from  March  1st  to  December  31st,  1959.  Many  times  during  this 
period  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  undermanned  and  in 
consequence  the  service  suffered,  as  did  other  services  similarly 
affected.  Upon  making  enquiries  I  find  circumstances  similar  to 
this  prevail  in  other  Local  Authorities,  but  it  is  no  satisfaction 
to  find  the  essential  services  deteriorating  because  of  these 
circumstances.  I  can  offer  no  solution  to  these  difficulties,  for 
whilst  an  employee  presents  a  sickness  certificate  from  his  Doctor, 
he  is  entitled  to  sickness  leave  in  accordance  with  his  Conditions 
of  Service. 

The  threat  of  re-organisation  is  now  imminent  and  in  the 
interests  of  the  ratepayers  we  serve  it  would  appear  that  drastic 
changes  will  take  place;  we  may  even  lose  our  identity  entirely  as 
a  District  Council,  or  we  may  be  enlarged  as  a  larger  authority. 
Whatever  changes  are  made,  it  is  obvious  that  the  work  of  environ¬ 
mental  hygiene  will  continue,  and  it  is  hoped  in  a  similar  manner 
to  that  which  now  exists  with  its  happy  relationship  between  District 
Councils  and  the  County  Council  Divisional  Health  Office." 

I  am  indeed  grateful  to  Mr.  Pearson  and  his  staff  for  their 
continued  high  standard  of  efficiency  and  loyal  support  to  me  during 
the  year.  I  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  help  afforded  me  during 
the  year  by  the  Clerk  and  other  members  of  the  Council  staff.  I 
wish  to  put  on  record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  continued 
support  and  kindness  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee • 

In  particular  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  once  again  my 
gratitude  to  Dr.  J.  J.  Smith  for  her  advice  and  help  throughout  the 
year.

SCARLET  FEVER 


There  were  four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the 
year,  an  increase  of  three  on  the  figure  for  1958.  The  cases  were 
resident  in  Silkstone  Common  and  Thurgoland,  one  case  each,  and  two 
cases  at  Oxspring.  One  notification  was  received  during  the  first 
quarter  and  three  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year.  Of  these 
four  cases,  two  were  admitted  into  Kendray  Hospital  for  isolation. 

DIPHTHERIA 


No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  in  the  Penistone  Rural 
District  during  1959*  The  immunisation  rate  remains  constant,  and 
during  the  year  the  number  of  children  attending  for  initial 
injections  was  101.  Of  this  number  73  were  under  five  years  of 
age  and  28  were  between  five  and  fifteen  years.  In  addition  54 
received  a  reinforcing  dose  of  the  protective  antigen. 

MEASLES 


During  1959  there  were  31  cases  of  Measles  notified  in  the 
district,  compared  with  only  two  cases  in  1958.  As  would  be 
expected  the  disease  was  most  prevalent  during  the  first  and  second 
quarters  of  the  year,  40  cases  being  notified  in  the  first  three 
months  and  38  cases  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year.  During  the 
third  quarter  two  cases  were  notified  and  in  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year  one  case.  The  majority  of  cases  occurred  in  the  5-10  years 
age  group,  the  actual  figure  being  46. 

I  regret  to  report  that  there  was  one  death.  A  female  child, 
aged  13,  residing  in  Dunford  Bridge  was  notified  as  a  case  of 
Measles  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary  as  a  case  of  Acute  Encephalitis.  She 
was  later  transferred  to  Seacroft  Hospital,  Leeds,  where  she  died. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 


There  were  five  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  in  1959, 
three  occurring  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  the  remaining 
two  cases  being  in  the  third  quarter.  The  cases  occurred  in  High 
Hoy land,  Hazlehead,  Thurgoland,  one  case  each,  and  two  cases  were 
notified  in  Dunford  Bridge.  The  age  group  principally  affected 
was  the  5-10  years  group. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Gough  is  now  available,  and  the 
public  seem  to  have  a  greater  awareness  of  the  need  to  take  advantage 
of  this  service.  49  children  received  the  protective  treatment  ' 
during  1959,  which  is  an  increase  of  24  on  the  number  immunised 
during  1958. 

The  five  cases  notified  above  had  not  received  any  protection 
against  Whooping  Cough. 

PNEUMONIA 

Only  one  case  of  Pneumonia  was  notified  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  This  occurred  in  the  second  quarter  in  a  male  patient 
aged  52  years,  residing  at  Silkstone  Common. 

TUBERC0L0SIS 

During  the  year  six  cases  of  Tubercolosis  were  notified,  five 
Pulmonary  and  one  Non- pulmonary.  The  following  table  gives  the 
aged  and  sex  distribution  of  these  cases.

The  effective  control  of  this  disease  depends  on  many  factors, 
not  least  of  which  is  the  continual  follow-up  of  contacts  with 
positive  cases,  in  an  endeavour  to  persuade  them  to  accept  examina¬ 
tion,  and  treatment  if  necessary.  Other  measures  such  as  miniature 
mass  radiography  of  the  chest  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination  schemes 
undoubtedly  play  a  prominent  part  in  the  prevention  of  the  disease. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  a  very  happy  relationship  exists 
between  my  Department  and  that  of  the  Chest  Physician  in  Barnsley. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  Dr.  Crowther  and  his  staff  for  their  contin  ed 
help  on  many  occasions. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  of  the  13/14  year  old  schoolchild 
with  B.C.G.  was  continued  during  the  year.  In  the  schools  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  Penistone  area  147  were  tested,  of  which  102  were 
found  to  be  susceptibles  and,  therefore,  suitable  for  vaccination. 
The  remainder  were  cases  where  at  some  period  in  life  the  child  had 
already  met  with  the  germ  and  had  resisted  its  infection.  They  were 
thus  unsuitable  for  vaccination  by  B.C.G. 

The  102  susceptibles  were  duly  vaccinated.  Whilst  these 
children  were  being  tested  a  final  test  was  given  to  those  87 
children  who  had  been  vaccinated  in  1958  to  ensure  that  they  had, 
in  fact,  had  a  successful  vaccination.  It  is  pleasing  to  report 
that  all,  except  one  very  doubtful  case,  have  been  successfully 
protected. 

During  1959  we  introduced  the  new  Freeze  Dried  Vaccine  as  an 
alternative  to  the  liquid  Vaccine  previously  used.  One  factor  in 
favour  of  the  Freeze  Dried  is  that  we  can  store  it  for  long  periods 
without  it  deteriorating  in  potency.  YYe  can  store  it  under  shelf 
conditions  for  "twelve  months,  provided  the  temperature  does  not 
exceed  20°C  (68°F).  This  makes  our  work  easier  in  that  we  have  much 
more  latitude  to  arrange  spread  over  vaccination  sessions.  When  we 
used  the  liquid  B.C.G.  Vaccine,  which  was  imported  from  Denmark,  we 
were  to  remember  that  its  potency  had  a  short  life,  about  7  to  14 
days  from  the  date  of  manufacture,  and  this  rather  limited  us  in  our 
scope  of  conducting  sessions. 

It  is  too  early  to  make  any  final  pronouncement  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  Freeze  Dried  Vaccine  is  better,  or  as  good  as  the  liquid, 
but  my  impression  to  date  is  that  it  is  not  so  satisfactory.  Of 
course,  as  I  mentioned,  it  is  too  early  yet  to  be  dogmatic  about 
this  and  I  would  rather  wait  to  see  what  the  result  is  after 
another  period  of  twelve  months.  I  do  not  want  to  create  the 
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impression  that  those  people  vaccinated  with  this  material  have  not 
been  protected.  I  only  wish  to  point  out  that  the  subsequent 
testing  of  vaccinated  cases  has  not  given  the  dramatic  conversion 
test  reactions  that  one  saw  in  those  cases  vaccinated  with  liquid

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 


The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board  visited  Penistone  to  carry  out  a  Public  Survey  from  the 
29th  September  to  the  6th  October,  1959*  The  Unit  was  established 
at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Shrewsbury  Road ,  for  the  duration  of 
the  visit. 

It  was  encouraging  to  see  such  a  good  response  on  the  part 
of  the  public  to  the  appeals  for  chest  X-ray  examination,  I  was 
informed  by  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Unit,  Dr.  W.  J.  Wilson, 
that  he  felt  the  visit  to  Penistone  was  reasonably  satisfactory, 
the  total  attendances  being  very  similar  to  that  of  the  previous 
survey  in  June,  1956.  Dr.  Wilson  commented  that  there  was  very 
little  serious  disease  discovered,  and  that  of  all  those  X-rayed 
only  three  persons  were  considered  to  have  significant  Tuberculosis 
lesions . 

In  all  during  that  visit  921  people  were  X-rayed.  Some 
required  a  seond  examination  and  some  were  called  for  an  interview 
with  the  Medical  Director. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit  I  have  been  able  to  complete  my  B.C.G.  Vaccination 
scheme,  in  that  all  children  with  Mantoux  positive  skin  tests  were 
X-rayed  on  a  large  film  when  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the 
district.  Prior  to  1959  it  was  the  practice  here  to  have  all 
children  attend  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  for  miniature  chest  X-ray. 
This  system  has  now  been  abolished  and  children  may  only  have  X-ray 
on  a  large  film,  and  only  when  it  is  necessary  to  do  so.  I  have  been 
very  fortunate  in  getting  the  co-operation  of  the  parents  and  of  the 
Director  of  the  Unit,  and  all  my  Mantoux  positive  cases  were 
X-rayed  and  none  was  found  to  have  any  lesion  at  all.

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POLIOMYELITIS 


The  long  hot,  dry  Summer  of  1959  was  conducive  to  what  we 
expect  to  bring  about  the  onset  of  an  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis, 
and  yet  for  the  third  successive  year  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was 
reported  in  the  Penistone  Rural  District.  One  would  like  to  think 
that  this  happy  state  of  affairs  has  been  brought  about  by 
systematic  immunisation. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continued  during  1959.  At 
the  commencement  of  the  year  the  response  for  vaccination  was  most 
disappointing;  the  public  were  just  not  coming  forward  in  the  same 
large  numbers  that  we  had  seen  when  the  scheme  first  started.  So 
much  was  this  universally  evident  that  concern  was  being  felt  by 
the  Ministry.  There  were  large  stocks  of  vaccine  piling  up,  and 
as  this  has  a  limited  life  there  was  the  ever  present  danger  of  a 
great  loss  to  public  funds  due  to  the  vaccine  being  unserviceable. 

An  intense  publicity  campaign  was  instituted  in  an  effort  to 
shake  a  lethargic  public  out  of  its  apathy  towards  protection 
against  such  a  publicity  ridden  disease.  All  these  efforts, 
however,  proved  of  no  avail.  It  took  the  untimely  death  of  a  well 
known  sportsman  to  rouse  people  to  the  dangers  of  not  having  protection 
against  the  disease.  Por  several  weeks  there  was  tremendous 
publicity,  both  in  the  press  and  other  media,  i.e.  Radio,  Television. 
Great  play  was  made  of  the  fact  that  Football  Clubs  were  having 
their  players  vaccinated  en  bloc.  There  was  a  tremendous  clamour 
from  the  public  -  the  rush  for  vaccination  was  on. 

By  far  the  greatest  demand  was  from  the  16-25  years  age  group, 
and  in  order  to  cope  with  this  special  arrangements  were  made  with 
local  firms  and  I  must,  at  this  stage,  place  on  record  my 
appreciation  for  the  magnificent  response  from  the  management  for 
their  co-operation,  not  only  in  placing  rooms  at  our  disposal,  but 
for  allowing  their  employees  to  get  protective  treatment  during 
working  hours.  In  addition  to  these  day-time  arrangements  it  was 
found  necessary  to  organise  evening  sessions  in  order  to  satisfy  ‘ 
the  constant  demand.  On  more  than  one  occasion  the  normal  session 
times  had  to  be  extended  by  one  to  two  hours  in  an  effort  to  reduce 
the  queues  which  formed  outside  Clinics  where  the  evening  session? 
were  held. 

Alas,  the  public's  memory  is  very  short,  and  by  the  beginning 
of  September  the  numbers  of  persons  attending  at  vaccination 
sessions  began  to  fall,  until  by  the  year  end  the  figures  were  less 
than  those  for  the  corresponding  period  in  1958. 

As  I  pointed  out  in  last  year's  report  the  scheme  has  to  be 
run  on  a  Divisional  basis,  and  because  of  this  it  is  not  possible 
to  give  figures  for  individual  County  districts.  The  table 
appended  below  indicates  the  situation  as  applied  to  the  whole 
Division  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1959*

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES 


HOSPITALS 


The  General  Hospitals  available  locally  for  the  Penis tone 
Area  are  those  in  Barnsley  and  Sheffield.  For  certain  parts  of 
the  area  it  may  be  more  convenient  to  use  the  Huddersfield 
Hospitals . 

Infectious  Diseases  are  accommodated  chiefly  in  Kendray 
Hospital,  Barnsley,  and  others  may  be  dealt  with  at  Lodge  Moor, 
Sheffield.  Maternity  cases  are  dealt  with  at  Hallamshire  Maternity 
Home,  Chapeltown,  St.  Helen  Hospital,  Barnsley,  and  Princess 
Royal  Maternity  Home,  Huddersfield. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


All  Laboratory  work  is  carried  out  by  the  two  Public  Health 
Service  Laboratories,  one  at  Wakefield  and  one  at  the  City 
General  Hospital,  Sheffield. 

MORTUARY 


There  is  a  Mortuary  in  Penis tone  and  this  serves  the 
surrounding  area. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


Two  vehicles  operate  from  the  Penistone  Depot  and  are  con¬ 
trolled  from  the  main  base  at  Hoy land.  A  24-hour  service  is 
maintained,  and  although  only  five  vehicles  are  stationed  at 
Hoyland  the  Superintendent  has,  in  actual  fact,  up  to  twenty 
vehicles,  from  Wath,  Maltby,  Kiveton  Park,  Bentley,  South  Kirkby 
at  his  disposal.  These  operate  a  daily  service  to  the  Sheffield 
Hospitals  and,  all  being  radio  controlled,  can  be  made  available 
as  and  when  required.  In  addition  the  service  is  supplemented  by 
the  car  pool,  whereby  sitting  patients  are  conveyed  by  car,  thus 
relieving  the  Ambulances  for  stretcher  cases. 

CLINICS 


TUBE RCqlO SIS  -  held  at  Weston  House,  High  Street,  Penistone,  on  the 
first  and  third  afternoon  of  each  month.  The  principal  Clinic  is 
held  at  46  Church  Street,  Barnsley.  The  Clinic  is  attended  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor,  who  also  undertakes  the  domiciliary 
visiting  to  the  families  of  the  area. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  -  held  at  the  Golf  House,  Cawthorne,  on 
alternate  Wednesday  ’  'afternoons .  During  1959  there  were  349 
attendances,  as  compared  with  274  in  the  previous  year.  Immunisation 
against  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis,  ia.-. carried  out 
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and  at  each  session  individual  advice  on  all  aspects  of  health 
is  given  to  the  mothers  by  the  Health  Visitor.  School  Medical 
Inspections  are  also  held  at  these  premises  as  required. 

At  Shrewbury  Road,  Penistone,  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
owned  premises,  a  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held.  The  Medical 
Officer  and  Health  Visitors  are  in  attendance,  individual  and 
group  advice  being  given  on  child  care,  and  immunisation  is  carried 
out  against  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis,  and 
vaccination  against  Smallpox.  During  1959  there  were  1,721 
attendances  compared  with  1,491  in  1958. 

SPECIAL  SESSIONS  -  these  are  held  at  the  Clinic  at  Penistone  when 
the  need  arises,  and  during  the  year  there  have  been  sessions  for 
immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis,  B.C.G.  Vaccination,  eye 
examinations,  etc. 

ANTE-NATAL  -  held  at  Shrewsbury  Road,  Penistone  every  Tuesday 
afternoon  by  the  General  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  area,  with 
the  Midwives  working  in  that  area  in  attendance. 

MOBILE  -  sessions  continue  to  be  held  as  follows :- 

Crowedge  -  Thursday  mornings,  fortnightly 

Thurgoland  -  Thursday  afternoons,  fortnightly 

Attendances  during  1959  -  Crowedge  ....  174,  Thurgoland  ...  165 

The  Health  Visitor  attends  each  session  of  the  Clinic  to 
give  individual  advice  to  Mothers  and  promote  positive  health  for 
the  family.  The  Medical  Officer  attends  by  appointment  to  give 
advice  and  carry  out  the  immunisation  programme. 

RELAXATION  AND  MOTHERCRAFT  CLASS  -  held  fortnightly  at  Shrewsbury 
Road,  Penistone,  on  a  Wednesday  afternoon.  This  is  attended  by  the 
Midwives  for  the  area,  who  give  talks  and  demonstrations  on  ante¬ 
natal  care,  preparation  for  labour,  delivery  etc. 

PENISTONE  MOTHERS '  CLUB 

During  1959  this  Club  was  started  and  meetings  held  every 
fortnight.  During  the  year  the  numbers  have  increased,  although 
it  is  felt  more  Mothers  could  take  advantage  of  the  facilities 
offered.  A  programme  was  arranged  to  invite  a  speaker  on  some 
aspect  of  health  of  interest  to  the  mothers,  alternating  with  an 
evening  spent  in  discussion  on  subjects  selected  usually  by  the 
mothers . 

This  is  a  new  venture,  which  it  is  hoped  will  grow  in  size  and 
strength,  and  has  a  very  positive  part  to  play  in  health  education 
in  the  Penistone  Urban  and  Rural  areas. 

HEALTH  VISITING  SERVICE 


I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Health  Visiting 
staff  in  this  area  is  up  to  strength.  The  Health  Visitors  continue 
to  visit  all  types  of  homes  in  the  area,  advising  on  all  aspects 
of  health  and  social  problems,  and  on  every  occasion  teaching  the 
principles  of  health  education. 

The  number  of  visits  carried  out  to  the  homes  during  the  year 
was  3,548.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  with  effect  1st  January,  1959, 
two  District  Nurse/Midwives  commenced  duty  in  the  Penistone  Urban 
and  Rural  areas.

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

Here  again,  with  the  appointment  of  the  two  District  Nurse/ 
Mdwives  on  the  ..1st  January,  1959,  the  situation  improved  and  a 
fully  comprehensive  Midwifery  Service  was  made  available  to  the  area.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE  -  still  continues  to  provide  help  to  the  old 
people  in  order  that  they  may  remain  in  their  own  homes  and  be 
independent.  The  need  amongst  the  old  people  for  neighbourly 
interest  and  help  still  continues,  as  main  old  people  suffer  from 
loneliness.  The  Home  Helps  employed  in  the  service  are  capable 
women  and,  in  many  cases,  give  help  to  the  aged  person  outside  the 
scope  of  the  service. 

During  1959  in  the  Penistone  Rural  District  2,364  Domestic 
Help  hours  were  provided,  a  reduction  of  934  hours  compared  with  those 
for  1958.  In  all  10  Domestic  Helps  were  employed  at  ten  homes. 

There  were  six  of  these  cases  continuing  from  1958,  but  the  others 
were  new  ones.

A  new  3"  water  main  was  laid  from  Hazlehead  Station  to  the  FI  ouch 
Inn  in  the  parish  of  Dunford.  This  water  main  is  1 ,530  yards  in 
length  and  was  laid  in  the  early  sunnier  of  this  year.  The  result 
was  that  the  hamlet  of  Flouoh  had  a  continuous  supply  of  water, 
the  first  time  for  very  many  years,  as  the  springs  supplying  this 
area  run  off  in  the  dry  weather,  causing  much  inconvenience  to  the 
consumers  living  in  the  hamlet.  The  source  of  water  to  the  new- 
main  is  from  the  Barnsley  Corporation's  supply  at  Bance  Edge. 

Routine  samples  of  water  have  proved  that  the  supplies  in  the 
Council1 s  area  have  maintained  a  good  quality.  The  water  is 
tested  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Wakefield  and  Sheffield, 
and  at  the  Barnsley  Corporation' s  Laboratory  at  Scout  Dike. 

This  year  is  believed  to  hold  records  for  lack  of  rainfall  and  much 
concern  resulted  in  the  continued  drought.  A  standpipe  was 
erected  at  Townhead  and  was  used  for  48  days.  A  scheme  was 
formulated  for  rationing  water  in  the  whole  of  the  Council's  area. 
Fortunately  rain  fell  24  hours  before  the  scheme  was  due  to  operate, 
so  that  the  complete  rationing  of  water  was  avoided. 

Owing  to  the  intermittent  supply  of  water  to  High  Hoyland  (this 
supply  is  in  bulk  from  the  Denty  Dale  U.D.C.),  all  future  develop¬ 
ment  in  respect  of  building  has  been  held  in  abeyance.  The 
intermittency  of  the  water  supply  to  the  parish  of  High  Hoyland 
has  again  caused  much  inconvenience  during  the  year.  The  Vfest 
Riding  County  Council  Fire  Service  have  carted  water  on  three 
occasions  and  the  Council  have  supplied  water  to  the  consumers  in 
water  tanks.  Improvements  are  proposed  to  the  Denby  Dale  Urban 
District  Council's  mains  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  High  Hoyland 
supply  will  benefit  from  the  improvements.

Extensions .  received  the  sanction  of  the  Ministzy  and  the  work  is  to  coranence  in 

March,  i960. 

A  new  main  i3  to  be  laid  to  replace  the  existing  3"  main  in  the 
village  of  Ingbirchworth,  Instructions  iiave  been  given  to,  the 
Council' s  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  this  scheme  at  their 
earliest  convenience.

The  Ministry  have  given  provisional  sanction  for  the  construction  of  new  sewers 
and  a  sewage  disposal  works  at  High  Hoyland. 

The  work  of  modernising  Cawthorne  s  ewage  disposal  works ,  the  laying  of  new 
sewers  and  the  construction  of  a  new  sewage  ejector  station  was  completed  during  the 
year. 
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Plans  for  modernising  Silks  tone  and  the  Silks  tone  Conmon  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  and  for  the  construction  of  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Thurgoland  and 
Crowedge,  are  now  being  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers ,  and  it 
is  hoped  to  conmonce  the  modernisation  of  the  Silkstone  Cannon  works  in  the  near 
future. 

The  maintenance  of  the  Council's  existing  sewage  disposal  works  and  sewers 
is  carried  out  by  a  mobile  team.  The  work  of  this  team  is  increasing  each  year 
and  consequently  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  Council' s  sewerage  scheme  is  also 
increasing.  The  exceptionally  dry  weather  of  this  sunmer  caused  difficulties  in 
keeping  streams  and  ditches  into  which  sewage  works  effluents  discharge,  clean. 

A  very  serious  difficulty  arose  at  Cawthorne  where  the  sewage  disposal  works  were 
being  modernised,  as  certain  tanks  which  were  being  altered  and  modernised  could 
not  be  used,  consequently  the  sewage  was  discharged  in  the  stream,  treated  only 
in  a  makeshift  manner.  The  River  Board  Inspector  was  informed  of  our  difficulties 
which  were  tolerated  until  the  drought  was  over.  Otherwise,  no  serious  complaints 
regarding  the  effluent  discharging  from  the  Council's  sewage  disposal  works  liavc 
been  received  during  the  year.

During  the  year  22  applications  were  received  for  discretionary  grants  and 
1  standard  grant  application.  .all  the  applications  were  approved  and  a  total 
of  £5,992.  10.  Od.  was  granted  during  the  year  to  these  applicants. 

Every  encouragement  is  given  to  applicants  who  wish  to  improve  their 
property  under  the  above  Act,  and  a  maximum  grant  of  50/o  of  the  cost  of  the 
improvements  was  given  in  each  case  for  discretionary  grants.  The  increase  in 
applications  which  was  expected  upon  the  introduction  of  the  new  standard  grant 
scheme  did  not  materialize.  The  number  of  grants  approved  since  the  introduction 
of  the  improvement  grant  scheme  totals  93,  equalling" £25, 820.  10.  3d. 


HOUSING  ACTS .  1936  -  1959. 


The  Council's  slum  clearance  programme  which  commenced  in  1953  w as  arranged 
to  deal  with  174  sub-standard  properties  in  a  period  of  5  years.  15  properties 
were  dealt  with  in  1959,  making  a  total  of  105  properties  condemned  in  4  years. 

69  properties  still  remain  to  be  dealt  with  under  our  original  progranme  which 
expires  in  i960.  It  is  obvious  from  these  figures  that  a  great  effort  will  have 
to  be  made  during  i960  if  the  programme  is  to  be  fulfilled.  Difficulties  have 
been  caused  in  acquiring  building  sites  during  the  year  and  this  has  had  an  adverse 
effect  upon  our  slum  clearance  programme.  It  is  hoped,  however,  to  acquire 
building  sites  at  Silkstone  and  Crane  Moor  in  the  near  future,  which  will  enable 
the  clearance  of  sub-standard  house  tenants  to  be  re-housed  in  new  houses  which  will 
be  built  upon  these  sites.  A  site  for  10  bungalows  was  found  at  Thurgoland  to 
re-house  the  tenants  of  the  properties  dealt  with  during  the  year.

Vehicles  engaged  on  the  sale  of  food  are  primarily  stationed  in  the  County  Borough 
of  Barnsley,  who  administer  these  regulations  to  the  vehicles. 

There  is  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  class  of  vehicle  now  being  used  for  the 
sale  of  food. 

Ice-Cream  Manufacturers 

There  are  no  ice-cream  manufacturers  situated  within  the  district  to  which  the 
Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947-1952  would  apply. 

There  are  17  retailers  of  pre-wrapped  ice-cream  situated  within  the  area;  1 
application  was  received  during  the  year.  All  premises  are  periodically  inspected. 

Meat  Inspection
